The 
advance sales for this book called for a first 
edition of 20,000 copies. 

Harper & Brothers have just ready “Miss 
Bellard’s Inspiration,” a story of a summer 
episode in New Hampshire, by William Dean 
Howells, who is at the best of his subtle hu¬ 
mor in this tale of true love which takes a 
novel turn; “The Ultimate Passion,” by 
Philip Verrill Mighels, a political story deal¬ 
ing with the corrupt influence of a “ring” and 
giving clear-cut pictures of political and so¬ 
cial life in New York City; and a revised 
edition of “Our Presidents and How W'e 
Make Them,” by Colonel A. K. McClure, 
who for over fifty years has been in touch 
with every national convention, and who gives 
a concise and vivid description of every pres¬ 
idential campaign from Washington to the 
Roosevelt-Parker campaign of 1904.

“I hold every man a debtor to his profes¬ 
sion. from the which, as men do of course 
seek to receive countenance and profit, so 
ought they of duty to endeavor themselves by 
way of amends to be a help and an ornament 
thereunto.” — Lord Bacon. 


“COMMON-LAW COPYRIGHT” AND 
“PUBLICATION.” 

What is sometimes called “common-law 
copyright,” as distinguished from statutory 
right, is practically the right to prevent copy¬ 
ing (of an unpublished work) as distin¬ 
guished from the right to copy. As we have 
recently pointed out, the whole question 
hinges on “publication,” before which the au¬ 
thor has the common-law right to prevent 
copying, and after which he has only the sta¬ 
tutory rights granted him by law. If he fails 
to comply with statutory requirements, “pub¬ 
lication” becomes a dedication to the public 
and the author loses his exclusive right to 
copy. 

It is most important, therefore, that in any 
copyright revision the statute should not 
limit common-law right, as was practically 
done by the statute of Anne, but should rather 
strengthen it by the careful definition of what 
constitutes publication. In a recent sugges¬ 
tion that “it may be just that the term of pro¬ 
tection at common law as well as copyright 
should date from the year of first perform¬ 
ance or exhibition, in case that precedes pub¬ 
lication,” we confess to a careless use of lan¬ 
guage which we desire to correct. The sen¬ 
tence should have read: “It may be just that 
the term of copyright protection should date 
from the year of first performance or exhibi¬ 
tion, in case that precedes publication.” There 
is, accurately speaking, no term of protection 
at common law, because the common-law 
right to prevent copying is in its nature per¬ 
petual. 

The whole question of publication has been 
so clearly and ably stated by Judge Town¬ 


send, with the concurrence of Judges Lacombe 
and Cox, in the opinion of the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals for the Second Cir¬ 
cuit in the Werckmeister case, decided in No¬ 
vember of last year, as recorded in The Pub¬ 
lishers' Weekly for December 3, 1904, that 
we reprint elsewhere the substantial part of 
the opinion. The specific case was a com¬ 
plaint against the American Lithographic Co. 
and the American Tobacco Co. for the use as 
a label of a picture of which the complainant 
was copyright proprietor by assignment, and 
which the defence alleged had been published 
by exhibition at the Royal Academy in Lon¬ 
don, though the rules of this exhibition in¬ 
cluded specific prohibition of copying. The 
court held, in reversal of the lower court, that 
exhibition under these conditions did not con¬ 
stitute publication, and upheld the complain¬ 
ant's copyright. 

The opinion discusses most clearly the the¬ 
ory of publication, and shows how the courts; 
have consistently upheld the right at common 
law of an author to control his manuscript 
and also copies printed for private circula¬ 
tion, but not for sale and public circulation, of 
a lecturer to prevent the printing of his lec¬ 
ture, of a dramatist to prevent printing of his 
play as performed, and of an artist to prevent 
reproduction of his picture as exhibited. 
There is an open question, however, as to 
whether the exhibition of a picture publicly, 
without notice of prohibition of copying, may 
not constitute a dedication to the public, as 
was in one case held, though by a divided 
court. This last incident makes it important, 
on behalf of artists, and of publishers as their 
assigns, that the law by a negative definition 
of publication should declare that exhibition 
does not constitute publication unless a gen¬ 
eral permission to copy is positively given by 
the artist or his assigns. 

In respect to a book, Judge Townsend, in 
another part of the opinion, referred inci¬ 
dentally to a question which we believe is 
now before the courts for direct adjudication 
in one of the Bobbs-Merrill cases: whether 
protection can be secured under copyright 
statute for conditions of sale which the copy¬ 
right proprietor chooses to make. The test 
case, so far, indicates that the copyright pro¬ 
prietor may impose conditions of sale upon 
an agent to whom the book is conveyed with¬ 
out title, but not upon a person to whom the 
book is conveyed with title. The issue di¬ 
rectly raised in “The Castaway” case will be 
of far-reaching importance; and whichever 
way it is decided, it may be desirable that so 
far as practicable a revised copyright statute 
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should make clear the limit to which the con¬ 
trol of the copyright proprietor may extend. 


Having failed, naturally enough, to obtain 
subscribers for his scheme of an issue by the 
Tabbard Inn corporation, with $16,000,000 
stock, of bonds based on the stock of the 
subsidiary companies, several of which had 
gone into receivers’ hands, Mr. Seymour 
Eaton, in applying the principles of “Frenzied 
Finance” to handling books and other things, 
has now gone to the other extreme and pro¬ 
poses to organize still another concern which 
he calls the Purchasing Syndicate, now “be¬ 
ing formed among stockholders.” This syn¬ 
dicate is to raise $100,000 in cash which Mr. 
Eaton “needs to put the Tabbard Inn corpora¬ 
tion again on its feet with the three proper¬ 
ties—the Booklovers’ Library, the Tabbard 
Inn Library and the Philadelphia Book 
Stores Company—and all debts paid,” and it 
is then to organize a new $250,000 corpora¬ 
tion, which, in fact, has already been incor¬ 
porated in New Jersey under name of the 
Booklovers’ Corporation. This new corpora¬ 
tion, (the seventh or eighth in Mr. Eaton’s 
series,) is to lease the Booklovers’ Library for 
fifteen years—which means, in plain English, 
that a concern capitalized, at the last record, 
at $2,600,00, and possibly at this date much 
more — toward which large sums in cash had 
actually been subscribed by small investors 
throughout the country, the proverbial “wid¬ 
ows and orphans,” is to be controlled by the 
handful of people taking stock in the new 
concern, if this scheme should be carried 
through. An “Important notice has been is¬ 
sued to the readers of the Booklovers* Maga¬ 
zine” stating that “The Committee in charge,” 
again Air. Seymour Eaton and his colleagues, 
“ask that the privilege of joining the syndi¬ 
cate be extended as far as possible to all 
regular readers of the Alagazine.” If this 
scheme should succeed, it would be evident 
that its promoter can outdo Wall Street, and 
even give points to Thomas W. Lawson, of 
Boston. Events move rapidly, and since the 
above was written Mr. Eaton has announced 
the organization of the new company and the 
execution of the indicated lease, Air. H. 
Campbell Black, of Washington, being chosen 
president, with Air. Eaton as vice-president. 
Mr. Eaton adds: “The reins of the business 
will still be in my hands. This new company 
puts us on our feet again.” Whether the 
capital of the new company has really been 
subscribed is not stated. It is difficult to see 
what new kind of corporate organization may 
be reserved for next year. 


COPYRIGHT IN PICTURES. 

Following is a substantial part of the opin¬ 
ion of Judge Townsend in the suit of Emil 
Werckmeister vs. American Lithographic Co. 
and the American Tobacco Co. to restrain in¬ 
fringement of a copyright claimed by Werck¬ 
meister in a painting called “Chorus,” re¬ 
ferred to briefly in our issue of December 3, 
1904: 

A copyright is an incorporeal right to print 
and publish (Trustees vs. Greenough, 105 U. 
S., 527,-530). It is a property in notion, 
without corporeal, tangible substance (Alillar 
v. Taylor, 4 Burr, 2303). This property is a 
different and independent right detached from 
the corporeal property out of which it arises 
(Stephens v. Cady, 14 How., 528). Each of 
these is capable of existing and being owned 
and transferred independent of the other 
(Stevens vs. Gladding, 17 How., 447). 

The recognition of the doctrine of a dis¬ 
tinctive literary property has existed from 
very early times (Lewis’ Blackstone, 11., 407). 
The Senate of the Republic of Venice in 
1469 granted to one John of Spira the ex¬ 
clusive privilege for five years of printing the 
letters of Cicero and Pliny (Two Centuries 
Growth of American Law, 422). 

Blackstone considers this exclusive right 
of property as grounded on labor and inven¬ 
tion and reducible to the head of occupancy 
(Lewis’ Blackstone, 11., 405). The protection 
of the result may be considered as due to 
original acquisition. The conceptions which 
it represents are as free as the birds of the 
air or the wild beasts of the forest, but they 
belong to him who first reduces them to 
captivity. The Greeks reasoned that the per¬ 
fect statue already existed in the block of 
marble, and that it required only the genius 
of the sculptor to develop its porportions. 
Copyright protects the captor of the idea, the 
genius of the sculptor, by giving him the 
exclusive property in his acquisition or crea¬ 
tion. 

To pursue the foregoing analogies the com¬ 
mon law protection continues only so long 
as the captives or creations are kept in con¬ 
finement or controlled; the statute permits 
them to go free and releases the restraint pro¬ 
vided the owner has stamped them with his 
brand. In either case the property of the 
owner is protected against appropriation with¬ 
out his consent. 

The common law protected copyright be¬ 
fore publication; the statute supersedes the 
common law right, and subject to certain 
conditions extends its protection after pub¬ 
lication. The author of a work of art has at 
common law a property therein until it is 
published with his consent; he may withhold 
or communicate it, and in communicating it 
he may impose such restrictions upon its use 
as he sees fit (Drone on Copyright, 103; 
Parton vs. Prang, 3 Cliff., 548). The right 
to make copies before publication and the 
right of first publication are common law 
rights; the right to multiply copies after pub ¬ 
lication to the exclusion of others is the 
creature of statute (Palmer vs. DeWitt, 47 
N. Y., 532-536). Compliance with the statu¬ 
tory provision of publication deprives the 
owner of his common law right. But as the 
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statute was enacted for his protection, the 
mode of publication or the question as to 
what amounts to publication must correspond 
to the nature of the right secured (Drone on 
Copyright, 287). 

Publication of a subject of copyright is 
effected by its communication or dedication 
to the public. Such a publication is what is 
known as a general publication. There may 
be also a limited publication. The use of the 
word publication in these two senses is un¬ 
fortunate and has led to much confusion. 

A limited publication of a subject of copy¬ 
right is one which communicates a knowledge 
of its contents under conditions expressly or 
impliedly precluding its dedication to the pub¬ 
lic (Abernethy vs. Hutchinson, 3 L. J. (Ch.), 
209; Nichols vs. Pitman, 26 L. R. Ch. Div., 
374; Caird vs. Sime, 12 L. R. Appeal Cases, 
326; Tomkins vs. Halleck, 133 Mass., 32; 
Palmer vs. DeWitt, 47 N. Y., 532; Turner vs. 
Robinson, 10 Irish Chancery Reports, 121- 
135; Laura Keane vs. Wheatley & Clark, 9 
American Law Register, 33-80). 

“In cases of literary, scientific and profes¬ 
sional treatises in manuscript, it is obvious 
that the author must be deemed to possess the 
original ownership and be entitled to appro¬ 
priate them to such uses as he shall please. 
Nor can he justly be deemed to intend to part 
with that ownership by depositing them in 
the possession of a third person or by allow¬ 
ing a third person to take and hold a copy 
of them. Such acts must be deemed strictly 
limited, in point of right, use and effect, to 
the very occasions expressed or implied, and 
ought not to be construed as a general gift 
or authority for any purposes of profit or pub¬ 
lication to which the receiver may choose to 
devote them” (Story on Equity, Sec. 943). 

The one is a dedication, the other is a 
mere license to the public. From the one an 
abandonment of the incorporeal hereditament 
is implied ; in the other is implied the reser¬ 
vation of its enjoyment. The test is whether 
there is or is not such a surrender as permits 
the absolute and unqualified enjoyment of the 
subject matter by the public or the members 
thereof to whom it may be committed. 

The nature of the property in question in 
large measure determines the extent of the 
public right. Thus, in case of a book, ordi¬ 
narily the sole practical benefit to the author 
is in the right to multiply copies. The ex¬ 
hibition or private circulation of the original 
or of printed copies is not a publication un¬ 
less it amounts to a general offer to the pub¬ 
lic. The unrestricted offer of even a single 
copy to the public implies the surrender of 
the common law right (Wheaton and Donald¬ 
son vs. Peters and Grigg, 8 Pet., 591). 

The author of dramatic compositions is en¬ 
titled to the profit arising from public de¬ 
livery or performance, to the sale of the 
manuscript and to the printing and publish¬ 
ing of it (Palmer vs. DeWitt, supra; Mack- 
lin vs. Richardson, Ambler, 694). On this 
capacity for public representation, as distin¬ 
guished from Ihe publication of other literary 
productions, the courts have founded the rule 
that such public exhibition is not a general 
publication. By admission to such exhibi¬ 
tion the general public acquire no right to 


reproduce the composition either by taking 
notes or by the exercise of the memory. 
The spectator is entitled to the enjoyment 
of the exhibition, but there is no implication 
of abandonment by the author of his title, or 
of surrender of the right attached to his 
creation. The spectator in paying for his 
ticket of admission has not paid for any right 
to get possession of the play for subsequent 
representation (Tomkins vs. Halleck, 133 
Mass., 43). 

The same rule applies to lectures orally de¬ 
livered (Bartlett vs. Crittenden, 5 McClean, 
32; Nichols vs. Pitman, supra). In such 
cases, even where the hearers were allowed 
to make copies for their personal use, such 
license was limited to such individuals for 
the purpose of their own information, and 
they could not publish for profit that which 
they had not obtained the right of selling 
(Abernethy vs. Hutchinson, supra). 

This settled doctrine, then, rests upon these 
grounds. The right secured by statute is the 
exclusive one of multiplying copies after pub¬ 
lication ; in the case of dramatic compositions 
the right of public representation also is 
protected; the character of the exhibition or 
disclosure for amusement or instruction is 
prohibitive of any suggestion of a general 
publication and implies the limitation of the 
public right. 

The result of an examination of the au¬ 
thorities seems to show that the following 
propositions are established: 

A general publication consists in such a dis¬ 
closure, communication, circulation, exhibi¬ 
tion or distribution of the subject of copy¬ 
right, tendered or given to one or more mem¬ 
bers of the general public, as implies an 
abandonment of the right of copyright, or its 
dedication to the public. Prior to such pub¬ 
lication, a person entitled to copyright may 
restrict the use or enjoyment of such subject 
to definitely selected individuals or a limited 
ascertained class, or he may expressly or by 
implication confine the enjoyment of such 
subject to some occasion or definite purpose. 
A publication under such restrictions is a 
limited publication, and no rights inconsistent 
with or adverse to such restriction are sur¬ 
rendered. Restrictions imposed upon the use 
prior to publication protect the copyright; 
such restrictions imposed after publication 
cannot affect the public rights acquired by 
reason of the fact of publication. 

The nature of the subject-matter, the char¬ 
acter of the communication, circulation or ex¬ 
hibition, and the nature of the rights secured, 
are chiefly determinative of the question of 
publication. Thus, the oral lecture to a class 
of students is not published even by permis¬ 
sion to the individuals of such class to make 
copies for their own use, because this is in 
accord with the purposes of instruction and 
does not otherwise injuriously affect the right 
of the author. But the exhibition of a play 
to persons paying admission does not per¬ 
mit them to make copies for reproduction, 
because the character of the exhibition for 
amusement indicates the limitation of its 
purpose, and the reproduction thereof by per¬ 
sons admitted only as spectators would be 
destructive of the other rights possessed by 
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the author, including that of representation 
secured to him by statute. 

It is not perceived how the legal status 
of a right of copyright in a painting or statue, 
so far as concerns their publication, can be 
distinguished from that of lectures or dra¬ 
matic compositions. In fact, such distinctions 
as may be suggested only serve to strengthen 
the presumption of limited publication in favor 
of the work of art. There, the author 
may wish to enjoy the profit from exhibition 
of the original and from the right to publish 
copies, but his chief object often is to secure 
the profit arising from the sale of the original 
work. 

The exhibition of a work of art for the 
purpose of securing a purchaser, or an offer 
to sell, does not adversely affect the right of 
copyright. And from the fact that the right 
protected by statute in a work of art is that 
of copying, and not of exhibiting, is derived 
the general rule that the mere exhibition 
thereof is not a general publication (Drone 
on Copyright, 237). There may be a sale 
of the subject of copyright separate and dis¬ 
tinct from the sale of the copyright therein 
(Stephens vs. Cade, 14 How., 528; Stevens v. 
Gladding, 17 How., 447; Werckmeister vs. 
Springer Lithographing Co., 63 Fed., 808). 

In a limited exhibition, as of a play, there 
is no dedication to the public, no presumption 
or recognition of a right to copy, and, there¬ 
fore, no abandonment of said right. 


AUCTION PRICES OF BOOKS* 

For some time bookmen have eagerly 
awaited the appearance of this composite com¬ 
pilation in four volumes, of which the first, 
embracing A-Dick, has recently been issued, 
under the editorial supervision of Luther S. 
Livingston, well known as the author of an 
exceptionally fine Lamb bibliography, com¬ 
piler from its inception of American Book 
Prices Current, as well as other useful bib¬ 
liographical works, not the least of which are 
the trade catalogues of rarities, which he has 
prepared for many years as the expert of the 
firm of Dodd, Mead & Company. 

This new work, which is issued in an edi¬ 
tion of seven hundred and fifty copies, “is a 
price list, not a bibliography.” It is, as the 
compiler states, a specimen of “applied” bib¬ 
liography. Any estimate of it must keep 
well in mind its scope and limitations; also 
the modus operandi by which it has been 
created. Two sets of the English and Amer¬ 
ican “Book-Prices Current,” as well as a 
number of sales catalogues of earlier date, 
were cut up and their titles selected and 
mounted upon cards, which were then thrown 
into one alphabet. Among the latter were 
such important American sales as the Rice, 
Menzies, Brinley, Barlow and Ives, and 
among English sales the Daniel, Beckford, 
Thorold, Sunderland and Corser. This mass

of hundreds of thousands of records was con¬ 
densed and edited to bring it to a semblance 
of uniformity and within the record limit of 
five dollars for American and one pound for 
English sales. In other words, the four vol¬ 
umes are intended “to take the place, to a 
considerable extent, of the eighteen volumes 
of English ‘Book-Prices Current’ and the 
ten volumes of ‘American Book-Prices Cur¬ 
rent,’ besides numerous catalogues of sales 
at auction in both England and America be¬ 
fore the publication of the annual records was 
begun.” So far it is a “representative” rec¬ 
ord of the principal auctions of the two 
countries. 

The compilation was begun in 1896, con¬ 
suming much of the time of the editor and a 
small staff of assistants during the interim. 
The bibliographer who may turn to it for 
exact descriptions of books will be disap¬ 
pointed. It does not profess to do his bid¬ 
ding. If consulted, however, for an impres¬ 
sion of book values, always with a degree of 
caution and personal judgment, the work can¬ 
not fail to be of immeasurable service and, 
as the editor hopes, a work of “modern 
labor-saving machinery.” The value of the 
work would have bem doubled, if current 
booksellers’ prices had been included, since 
it is evident that many of the choicest nug¬ 
gets pass through the bookseller to the col¬ 
lector, without the medium of the auction 
room. Simple auction prices are often mis¬ 
leading. The editor rightly warns that they 
“must be used with intelligence and cau¬ 
tion,” and instances could easily be picked 
from this work to demonstrate this point. 

The records are selective. Not every item 
selling above the fixed limit of price is tab¬ 
ulated. We give the editor’s own words: 
“In making this selection it has been the aim 
to include every important book (selling 
above the limit of price) in the following 
broad classes: First. Books printed in Eng¬ 
land, or books in the English language 
printed abroad. This is the field covered 
by Lowndes’ ‘Bibliographer’s Manual,’ but 
brought down to date. Second. Americana, 
in its broadest sense; books about America 
wherever printed and in whatever language, 
and books printed in America. This is the 
field which the late Mr. Sabin endeavored 
to cover in his uncompleted ‘Bibliotheca 
Americana.’ Third. Books printed in for¬ 
eign languages in the various countries of 
Continental Europe before 1520, with a 
large and copious selection of important 
books of later date. Within these classes 
many books had, of course, been sold many 
times, and, as auction values are most to be 
relied upon when a number of records can be 
placed side by side and compared, it was de¬ 
sirable, within reasonable bounds, to include 
enough records to answer the purpose, al¬ 
though unnecessary to include every record 
where the number at hand was large. Where 
a few sales only were recorded, they are gen¬ 
erally all included. I11 most cases where the 
number of sales were numerous a selection 
of from ten to twenty records only are given, 
the preference being given to copies in the 
original binding, though a few inferior or less 
interesting copies have been included for the 
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purpose of comparison. In the case of a few 
very important books, where it seemed de¬ 
sirable to do so, an even larger number of 
records has been included.” 

The editor’s preface is intelligent, explan¬ 
atory and modest in tone. The critic finds 
himself greatly stripped of his functions by 
the avowed limitations of the work. It is 
what it professes to be, “Auction Prices of 
Books.” The divisions of the matter have 
not been differentiated sufficiently by styles of 
fonts to make consultation a pleasure. The 
page has a confused appearance, and, in a 
work of this nature, the user wishes to grasp 
the analyzed page at a glance. We shall also 
kindly hazard a suggestion, namely, that the 
publishers include an alphabetical key or cat¬ 
alogue of the various auction catalogues to 
which reference is made in the items, and 
this could very properly be placed at the end 
of the last volume. It would be of incalcul¬ 
able value and add materially to the standing 
of this worthy undertaking.

THE AMERICAN PUBLISHERS’ COPY¬ 
RIGHT LEAGUE PAYS TRIBUTE 
TO SENATOR PLATT. 

At a meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the American Publishers’ Copyright 
League, held at 436 Fifth Avenue, New York, 
in the office of William W. Appleton, Presi¬ 
dent of the League, on May 2, the following 
resolution in regard to the death of Senator 
Platt was adopted: 

“The Executive Committee of the American Pub¬ 
lishers’ Copyright League feels that in the death 
of the Honorable Orville H. Platt of Connecticut 
the friends of copyright have lost one of their most 
efficient and steadfast supporters and one upon whose 
judgment and experience they could always rely. 

“The passage of the International Copyright Act 
of 1891 was chiefly due to Senator Platt, and his 
interest in the cause of copyright continued until 
his death. 

“The Executive Committee records upon its min¬ 
utes the gratitude of the American Publishers’ 
Copyright League to Senator Platt, and its apprecia¬ 
tion of his great ability as a statesman, his high 
sense of public duty, and will never forget the kind¬ 
ness and consideration he has always shown to all 
members of the League. 

“The President is directed to send a copy of this 
resolution to the family of Senator Platt and to 
offer to them the sincere sympathy of the members 
of the League.” 

William W. Appleton, President, George 
Haven Putnam, Secretary, and Charles Scrib¬ 
ner, Treasurer, were -appointed the repre¬ 
sentatives of the League to attend a con¬ 
ference with a view to the revision of the 
present copyright laws, called by the Li¬ 
brarian of Congress, and the following letter 
was sent out to all the members of the 
League: 

New York, May 4th, 1905. 

Dear Sirs: The Librarian of Congress has called 
a conference of authors, artists, compositors, pub¬ 
lishers and others interested in Copyright with a view 
to the revision of the present Copyright Laws. Our 
League has appointed delegates to the conference 
and by direction of the Executive Committee I write 
requesting that you send to the President, Mr. W. 
W. Appleton, 436 Fifth Avenue, New York City, 
any suggestion that you may wish to make for the 
consideration of the Committee. If you wish to 
call attention to any defect in the law or urge any 
change, it is desirable that you communicate with 
Mr. Appleton by the 20th of this month.

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PRICES OF ENGLISH AND AMERI¬ 
CAN EDITIONS COMPARED. 

An interesting comparison between the 
prices of books in England and in America 
can be made in the case of two important 
books published this spring. One of these 
is “The Life of the Marquis of Dufferin and 
Ava,” one of the most discussed and.valuable 
books of the year in England, which costs in 
that country 36s. or in our money $8.64, 
whereas it is sold here by the importer for 
$7.50. The other example is the “Story of 
Art Throughout the Ages,” which in Eng¬ 
land is sold for 10s. or $2.40, and in this 
country costs only $2. These two in¬ 
stances will be interesting to librarians who, 
on account of their privilege of importing 
books free of duty, are often under the im¬ 
pression that books can, as a rule, be pur¬ 
chased cheaper by sending direct to England 
than by buying them from the American im¬ 
porter. _ 

A BONE LIBRARY. 

The University of Pennsylvania has a 
curious collection popularly referred to as 
the Bone Library. The collection has been 
prepared to enable students of anatomy to 
have a complete insight into the bony por¬ 
tion of the human and animal bodies without 
the necessity of dissecting or of acquiring 
the knowledge second-hand from books. 

The bones are carefully prepared, mounted 
and arranged in their proper order and ac¬ 
companied with printed descriptions, giving 
every point of information needed. The 
material is so arranged that a student may 
begin with an examination of the complete 
osseous structure of any animal, and then 
proceed to examine each bone or set of bones 
more minutely in different parts of the li¬ 
brary. _

copyright, called by the Librarian of Con¬ 
gress, with a view to the revision of the 
copyright laws, will be held at the room of 
the City Club, 55 West Forty-fourth Street, 
New York, on Wednesday morning, May 31. 


THE UNITED BRETHREN PUBLISH¬ 
ING HOUSE TO DISCONTINUE 
RETAIL STORE. 

The United Brethren Publishing House 
at Dayton, O., has about decided to discon¬ 
tinue its retail bookstore, which it has main¬ 
tained for nearly fifty years, the publishing 
agent, Dr. W. R. Funk, recommending that 
in its place a mail order business be es¬ 
tablished for the benefit of the church. The 
store for years paid a fair profit, but during 
the past few years it fell behind, despite the 
energetic efforts to place it on a paying basis. 

The publishing business, on the other hand, 
is reported to be in a flourishing condition, 
the net profits during the past fiscal year 
amounting to more than $39,000. Mr. Funk 
stated in his report that the completion of 
the new United Brethren office building at 
Fourth and Main streets, which cost more 
than $290,000, marked a new era of profit 
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for the ehnrch, though the first year would 
not show a profit. As to the financial status 
of the concern Agent Funk said': “No in¬ 
stitution can be in a more hopeful condition. 
Our total liabilities are $307,441.98. This is 
a small sum for a house doing such a vast 
business. We discount all our bills. From 
every viewpoint I see no danger to the in¬ 
stitution. Its assets are invoiced below value 
and its property is first-class in every par¬ 
ticular.” 

According to the report the gross assets 
of the company are above $710,400, the gain 
in net assets the past year being above $3b- 
700. The cash receipts from April I, 1904, 
to April 1, 1905, were nearly $250,000. The 
total expenditures, including salaries, amount¬ 
ed to $219,961.11. 

The total circulation of all the periodicals 
published by the firm was 425,000 for the 
year, an increase of about 10,000 over the 
preceding year. 

The discontinuance of the book store will 
take from the city a retail establishment in¬ 
voiced at upwards of $70,000. 


WORK OF AMERICAN TRACT 
SOCIETY. 

The eightieth annual meeting of the Amer 
ican Tract Society was held on the 10th inst. 
in the Madison Square Presbyterian Church, 
New York, the Rev. Dr. Robert S. Mac- 
Arthur presiding. The Rev. Dr. George L. 
Shearer read a summary of the annual report 
of the society. It was said that if the society 
had an endowment fund it would be able to- 
show a profit over its running expenses. 

In the eighty years of its existence the so¬ 
ciety has issued 270,167,968 periodicals. The 
society received last year $24,119.24 in dona¬ 
tions and $i7,637-98 in legacies. The society 
building made a net earning of $14,416.58. 


VALUE OF CONTEMPORARY CRITI¬ 
CISM. 

An interesting bit of literary gossip to 
be found in the London Academy deals with 
reviewing. Of Gray’s “Elegy” the contem¬ 
porary reviewer wrote: “The excellence of 
this little piece amply compensates for its 
lack of quantity”—that and nothing more. 
Of “In Memoriam,” again one contemporary 
estimate was that its “simple but touching 
verses” were evidently inspired by “the full 
heart of the widow of a military man;” while 
the publication of “Amelia” elicited from 
Griffiths of the Monthly Rcviciv an indignant 
denunciation of that “flood of novels, tales, 
romances and other monsters of the imagina¬ 
tion imitated from the French, whose lit¬ 
erary levity we have not been ashamed to 
adopt.” _ 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

AS TO THE DICTIONARY WAR. 

To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

Dear Sir: I desire to add my “tale of 
woe” to those vou have already heard in re¬ 
lation to the Merriam-Ogilvie legal war, and 
by so doing I think I can shed light from at 
least two or three new sources. 


In common with a number of other retail 
.dealers, I was served with a summons by 
Merriam’s attorney to appear in the U. S. 
Court for this district and show cause why a 
judgment for damages should not be taken 
against me for the sale of an alleged un¬ 
authorized edition of Webster’s Unabridged 
Dictionary, in addition to which a permanent 
injunction was prayed for restraining me 
from the further sale of the book. 

I immediately wrote to the local attorneys 
for the Merriam people stating that I was 
an innocent party in the matter, and asked 
their advice as to the proper method of 
procedure. In reply they stated it would be 
advisable for me to “notify the publishers of 
the action taken against us, and ask them to 
hold us harmless in the matter.” 

Here, then, is the keynote of the whole 
situation: for since that time we have ascer¬ 
tained beyond a reasonable doubt that the 
Merriam people have never had any hopes 
of an ultimate victory against the several 
publishers sued by them, (having already 
had several adverse decisions in parellel suits 
handed down by the Supreme Court of Mis¬ 
souri,) but sued the dealer, hoping that he 
would act as they directed, i.e., hold Ogilvie, 
Saalfield, et. al. } for the amount of money 
paid out in defending the action against them, 
thus making the expense of defense so great 
as to make the manufacture of the books in 
question unprofitable. 

These manufacturers, however, have de¬ 
cided to let the retailer “paddle his own ca¬ 
noe,” in consequence of which, while the cow’s 
ears are being pulled in Chicago, and her tail 
twisted in Springfield, Mass., the retailer’s 
profits are being milked by New York’s legal 
fraternity. 

It has been claimed that the Merriam 
people had no voice in the manner of pro¬ 
cedure used by their attorneys. This asser¬ 
tion would have been taken in good faith 
by the retailers who have been sued were it 
not for the fact that these atorneys fail to 
explain why the jobbers who handle alike the 
International Dictionary, published by the 
Merriams, and the so-called spurious ones, 
have not been among those sued. If, as they 
claim, the sale of these books are so dam¬ 
aging to their standing, why don’t the com¬ 
plainants stop the distribution of them 
through such a well known channel as the 
New York Tribune. 

While one of the Merriams was spending 
the winter in luxurious quarters in Los An¬ 
geles, it became necessary, three days be¬ 
fore his departure for the east, to take his 
deposition in the case, although it could not 
possibly be reached by the trial court before 
fall; all of which goes to show that the 
complainants in this action have manifested 
a “dog in the manger” spirit, and I glorv 
in the spunk of the defendants in publishing 
the “Webster’s Brief International Diction¬ 
ary.” 

The end is not yet in sight; but when 
it comes someone will find it necessary to re¬ 
imburse us to the extent of some three hun¬ 
dred dollars we have been forced to pay out 
for defense. R. E. Sherwoop.

Kumar Ghosh, whose novel, “The Ver¬ 
dict of the Gods,” has recently been pub¬ 
lished by Dodd, Mead & Company, is a rep¬ 
resentative Indian of high caste and most 
ancient lineage, having eight centuries of 
unbroken descent from the princely Rahtor 
Dynasty of Kanauj. He is the only popular 
Indian writer now before the British public, 
and holds an altogether unique position, in¬ 
asmuch as, in intellectual matters at least, 
he has combined in himself the essential ele¬ 
ments of both East and West—the romances, 
mysteries, legends, and traditions of the East, 
and the science of the West. He went to 
England at the age of nineteen to complete 
his education, and making rapid progress, 
was called to the bar. The late Lord Chief 
Justice (Lord Russell) took great interest in 
him, and, struck by his perfect knowledge of 
English, and his remarkable purity of style 
and diction, urged him to take up practice 
at the English Bar. Literature, however, 
claimed him for its own. A literary friend 
accidentally discovered his gift for fiction- 
writing, and persuaded him to adopt a lit¬ 
erary career. _

It is doubtful whether the thousands who 
for many years have become frantic with 
enthusiasm when DeWolf Hopper recited 
“Casey at the Bat,” have the least idea who 
wrote it. And probably a large part of these 
would give much to know where this classic 
can*be found complete. To these it will be 
welcome news that E. L. Thayer’s famous 
poem is included in “The Athlete’s Gar¬ 
land,” a collection of verse of sport and pas¬ 
time compiled by Wallace Rice, just published 
by A. C. McClurg & Co. 

L. C. Page & Co. have in preparation for 
early publication, “Brothers of Peril,” by 
Theodore Roberts, a story of romantic ad¬ 
venture, dealing with the'now extinct tribe 
of Beothic Indians in old Newfoundland; 
“The Grapple,” a story dealing with the strug¬ 
gle between Unionism and Non-unionism; 
“Mrs. Jim and Mrs. Jimmie,” a companion 
volume to “The Second Mrs. Jim,” by 
“Stephen Conrad”; also, “The Rival Camp¬ 
ers,” by Ruel P. Smith, the best story of 
boys’ adventure ever issued by this firm. 

The old house occupied for over a quarter 
of a century by the late Richard Henry 
Stoddard, on East Fifteenth Street, near 
Stuyvesant Square, New York, has recently 
been destroyed to make room for new build¬ 
ings. The house which, as indicated in the 
poet’s “Recollections,” published by A. S. 
Barnes & Co., was a meeting place for the 
most prominent writers of Mr. Stoddard’s 


generation, was one of the literary landmarks 
of New York, and it would seem that its 
site, like the site of Washington Irving’s 
birthplace in William Street, might be aptly 
indicated by a tablet. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons have in press “The 
Life of Lamb,” by E. V. Lucas, which will 
complete their handsome edition of Lamb’s 
works edited by Mr. Lucas. The biography 
will be in two volumes, and has been set up 
in this country. They announce that the 
aggregate sale for Miss Myrtle Reed’s books 
during the past three years have now gone 
considerably beyond the one hundred thou¬ 
sand mark and orders show no sign of abate¬ 
ment. A new volume by this author will 
be ready in September, to be entitled “At the 
Sign of the Jack O’Lantern,” concerning 
which due announcement will be made later. 

Cedric Chivers, the well-known bookbind¬ 
er of Bath, Eng., is making an exhibit of 
some of his more important examples of 
bibliopegic art, at 542 Fifth Avenue, New 
York, on the second floor, Room 24. All in¬ 
terested in beautiful books, decorated in the 
most artistic manner, will miss a treat if they 
do not take advantage of inspecting this 
collection some time before May 25, when 
the exhibit will be closed. Mr. Chivers will* 
be in attendance most of the time. A hand¬ 
some illustrated catalogue of some of the 
books shown has been published in a limited 
number and may be obtained for twenty-five 
cents. 

John Wanamaker, Philadelphia, has for 
the past two weeks made a most effective 
window display of the original colored illus¬ 
trations made by Frank O. Small for “Step¬ 
ping Stones of American History,” published 
last fall by W. A. Wilde Co. The volume is 
made up of fourteen articles representing the 
foundation stones of American history. 
Among the writers are W. Elliott Griffis, 
Everett T. Tomlinson, Reuben G. Thwaites, 
Henry Cabot Lodge, James K. Hosmer, John 
D. Long and others of equal authority on the 
special subjects assigned them. There are 
also fourteen of Small’s pictures which have 
been pronounced by experts to be of original¬ 
ity and great artistic value, and their rich 
coloring affords fine possibilities for window 
disnlay. 

Doubleday, Page & Co. will publish on 
the 20th inst. Dixon’s new book, “The Life 
Worth Living,” which contains a chapter 
on “The Horrors of City Life,” a protest 
against flats and flat-dwelling, based on the 
author’s experience in New York during his 
sensational appearance in the pulpit. They 
will publish on the same date the third part 
of the “Dog Book,” and “Roses,” the first 
volume of the Carden Library. They have 
in press for publication August 15 a love 
story by Eugene P. Lyle, entitled “the Mis¬ 
sourian.” The tale centres about a French 
girl, intriguing on behalf of Louis Napoleon 
at the Court of Maximilian in Mexico, and a 
Confederate officer. This is the author’s first 
book, but he is well known as a magazine 
writer. They will bring out early next year 
Miss Ellen Glasgow’s new novel, “The Wheel 
of Life,” a story of Virginia. 
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E. P. Dutton & Co. will publish shortly 
“Bygones Worth Remembering/’ by the Eng¬ 
lish agitator and champion of the working 
classes, George Jacob Holyoake. The author 
gives reminiscences of his career and of dis¬ 
tinguished men with whom he has been 
brought into contact. They have in active 
preparation a volume of letters by Count Paul 
Platzfeldt, the late German Ambassador to 
London. The letters cover the period of the 
FYanco-German War. They are written by 
the Count from the headquarters of the King 
of Prussia, and are addressed to his wife. 
They have in preparation “Letters from 
Catalonia and Other Parts of Spain,” by 
Rowland Thirlmere. It is a record of the 
impressions received by the author during 
his travels through the peninsula. The work 
is in two large volumes with many illustra¬ 
tions in color, half-tone and pen -and ink. 

Funk & Wagnalls Company have just 
completed the purchase of all rights in the 
“Pulpit Commentary” from Kegan Paul, 
Triibner, Trench & Company, London, and 
now control this large work throughout the 
world. In the production of this “Commen¬ 
tary” seventeen years were consumed, and an 
expenditure of $250,000 was involved. The 
editors included eminent theologians of near¬ 
ly every denomination, the aim being to pre¬ 
sent every shade of evangelical religious 
thought in the treatment of the different 
passages in the Old and New Testaments. 
The work comprises 51 royal octavo volumes. 
They announce that Dr. Smith Ely Jelliffe 
has decided to adopt the title “Psychic Treat¬ 
ment of Nervous Disorders” for his trans¬ 
lation from the French of Dr. Dubois’s work 
which was first announced under the title 
“Psychoneurosis and Its Moral Treatment.” 

J. B. Lippincott Company will publish at 
once “The Complete Bridge Player,” by “Cut 
Cavendish/-’ The volume includes a vo¬ 
cabulary of bridge, clear, explicit and au¬ 
thoritative instructions in the principles of 
the game, special chapters on “play” under 
specified conditions, a discussion of the finesse 
and the discard, the etiquette of the game, 
the revised laws of a bridge and other chap¬ 
ters on special forms of the game, together 
with an appendix. They have just sent 
to press the fifth edition of the “Life of 
Benjamin Franklin,” by the Hon. John Bige¬ 
low. This is the new edition which contains 
much material not in the former editions and 
is in three octavo volumes, handsomely il¬ 
lustrated. The publishers also announce an¬ 
other edition of “The Ravanels,” the novel 
by Harris Dickson, for which since its pub¬ 
lication a few weeks since there has been a 
study and large demand from all parts of the 
country. 

Houghton, Mifflin & Co. have just 
brought out an interesting out-door book, 
entitled “Wild Wings,” by Herbert K. Job, 
describing the adventures of a camera-hunter 
among the larger wild birds of America on 
land and sea, with an introduction by Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt, and 160 illustrations; “The 
Christian Ministry,” by Dr. Lyman Abbott, 
a live discussion of the question, “Why do 
people go to church?”; “The Witness to 


the Influence of Christ,” by Dr. William 
Boyd Carpenter, Lord Bishop of Ripon, who 
deals with the historical fact of the influence 
of Christ, and the spiritual fact of this in¬ 
fluence in religious experience; “The Psy¬ 
chology of Beauty,” by Ethel D. Puffer, 
whose original theories of musical experi¬ 
ence and dramatic emotion are certain to be 
received with interest; also, “How to Tell 
Stories to Children,” by Sara Cone Bryant, 
a very clever presentation of the psychology 
of the art of telling a story. 

A. S. Barnes & Co. will bring out shortly 
in their new Little History of American Life 
series an important work by George Cary 
Eggleston, entitled “Our First Century.” 
Like his brother, the late Edward Eggleston, 
with whom the author was so closely asso¬ 
ciated, Mr. George Cary Eggleston has al¬ 
ways been deeply interested in life, manners 
and customs, in short the more personal side 
of history which necessarily finds but scanty 
place in the formal histories. His accumu¬ 
lation of material and his access to his broth¬ 
er’s library, which occupies an entire house 
near Mr. Eggleston’s own summer residence 
at Lake George, has been peculiarly advan¬ 
tageous. They are also about to publish a 
volume entitled “The Right Life,” by Dr. 
Henry A. Stimson, a frequent contributor to 
the Atlantic Monthly and other magazines, 
and also the author of several books, in spite 
of the demands upon 'his time made by the 
cares of a large metropolitan church. 

Henry Holt & Co. are hurrying through 
the press a work entitled “Our Philippine 
Problem,” by Professor H. P. Willis, of 
Washington and Lee University, who is qual¬ 
ified for his task by personal investigation, 
both in the Philipines and in political circles 
in Washington, and by his experience as 
editorial writer on the Nezv York Evening 
Post, and as Washington correspondent of 
the New York Journal of Commerce, and 
Springfield Republican. They expect to have 
ready shortly a story entitled “A Maid of 
Japan,” by Mrs. Hugh Fraser, widow' of the 
late British Embassy to the Japanese court, 
who arranged a series of Japanese tableaux 
vivantes for presentation at the Belasco Thea¬ 
tre in New r York. They will also publish be¬ 
fore the end of the month the “Venus of 
Cadiz” (Kentucky, not Spain), a novel, but 
such a peculiar one that the author wavered 
for awhile between giving it the sub-titles of 
“An Extravaganza” or “A Comedy of 
Masks.” 

James Pott & Co. will bring out at once 
under the title of “The Japanese Spirit,” a 
collection of lectures delivered by Okakura- 
Yoshisaburo, at the University of London, 
in which the author told in brief resume what 
he considered the essentials to an under¬ 
standing of modern Japan—its religious, po¬ 
litical and social qualities. The volume has 
an introduction by George Meredith. They 
have arranged with the following w'ell-known 
and successful authors for their new books, 
which w'ill be issued later in the year: David 
Graham Phillips’s “The Reign of Gilt;” a 
book by Dr. Felix Adler on “The Essentials 
of Spirituality;” a new book of wit and good 
cheer by Charles Battell Loomis; Lillie Ham-

of Great Britain;” Miss Zimmern’s book on 
Italy; “The Cathedrals of England and 
Wales;” “Makers of Modern History;” “As¬ 
pects of Balzac;” “Women of Wit and 
Beauty;” “Seven Angels of the Renaissance;” 
and “Pageant of London.” 

Charles Scribner’s Sons have just ready 
“A Modern Utopia,” by H. G. Wells, which 
he himself describes as “a sort of shot-silk 
texture between philosophical discussion on 
the one hand and imaginative narrative on 
the other;” “At the Foot of the Rockies,” 
by Carter Goodloe, who describes a military 
post in Western Canada with the British sol¬ 
diers, the Indians and the settlers; and three 
volumes in the Biographical Edition of Stev¬ 
enson : “Kidnapped,” “David Balfour,” and 
“New Arabian Nights.” They will publish 
before the end of the month, in this attrac¬ 
tive new Biographical Edition of Stevenson’s 
works, “Treasure Island,” “Prince Otto,” and 
“The Master of Ballantrae.” Next month 
they will bring out in the same edition, “The 
Wrecker,” “An Inland Voyage,” “The Isl¬ 
and Nights’ Entertainment,” and “Familiar 
Studies.” The edition, owing to its conven¬ 
ient and practical make-up, its large, legible 
type, and its thin and yet opaque paper, is 
having an unusually large sale. A special 
feature of the edition is a series of intimate 
and sympathetic introductions by Mrs. Stev¬ 
enson, in which she tells of the circumstances 
under which the books were written. 

Frederick A. Stokes Company will pub¬ 
lish late in May “The St. Lawrence—its 
Basin and its Border Lands,” by Dr. S. E. 
Dawson, author of “The Voyage of the 
Cabots,” and other books on Canadian geog¬ 
raphy and history. The work is an elaborate 
study of the exploration and settlement of 
the St. Lawrence Valley, including the coast 
provinces of Canada and those parts of the 
Western United States drained by the great 
river-system. Dr. Dawson’s earlier work has 
been widely noticed both in Europe and 
America; and he approaches each point of 
this absorbing story in a new, interesting, 
and comprehensive manner, shedding light 
on many obscure points, and telling over in 
the lives of the great explorers a story more 
interesting than any fiction. The volume will 
contain many illustrations and maps, and 
notably among these are reproductions of 
the Harleyan and Descaliers maps, which Dr. 
Dawson contends were drawn from the orig¬ 
inals of Cartier. They recently have been 
reproduced in the large and costly publica¬ 
tion of the “Earl of Crawford,” but this is 
the first time the American portion of them 
has been brought in detail before the general 
reader. 

The Macmillan Company have just ready 
“The Garden of a Commuter’s Wife,” in a 
paper-bound edition at 25 cents. Next week 
they will publish in Macmillan's Paper Novel 
Series “Foes in Law,” by Rhoda Broughton. 
The books issued in the series so far this 
year include “The Spirit of the Service,” by 


Edith Elmer Wood; “The History of David 
Grieve,” by Mrs. Humphry Ward; and Mr. 
A. E. W. Mason’s novel, “The Four Feath¬ 
ers.” They will also publish next week 
“Sturmsee,” the new novel by the author of 
that literary puzzle of a dozen years ago, 
“Calmire.” It is described as containing some 
of the same characters, though not in the 
lead, and as dealing with social questions in 
something of the manner that “Calmire” dealt 
with religious ones. On the same day they will 
issue a new edition of “Calmire.” They will 
publish on the 17th inst. a book entitled “How 
to Know Wild Fruits, a guide to plants when 
not in flower by means of fruit and leaf,” by 
Gertrude Gridley Peterson. They will publish 
shortly “A Wanderer in Holland,” by E. V. 
Lucas, which is said to be bright, informative 
and full of humor, with many illustrations, 
twenty of which are in color; “The Little 
Hills,” a new novel by Nancy Huston Banks, 
author of “Oldfield;” also, “Mrs. Darrell,” 
a story of social life in Washington, by Fox- 
croft Davis. 

The John C. Winston Company. Phila¬ 
delphia, have just issued W. E. Norris’s 
latest novel, “An Embarrassing Orphan,” an 
entertaining comedy of contemporary Eng¬ 
lish life, with an American’s daughter for the 
heroine. Other novels to be published at 
once are “Threads,” an unusual story of her¬ 
edity, by Garrett M. Thompson, who for the 
first time turns from other literary work to 
novel writing; “The Thistles of Mount 
Cedar,” by Ursula Tannenforst, (the pseud¬ 
onym of a young woman well-known in Phil¬ 
adelphia society,) who has drawn a lively 
picture of life in a girls’ boarding school, full 
of merriment and jollity; “Sawdust: A Polish 
Romance of the Carpathian Timberlands,” by 
Dorothea Gerard, (the pen name of Mme. 
Longard de Longarde), in which the modern 
saw-mill does no less execution in the forests 
of Poland than its miller’s son effects in the 
tender heart of a titled lady; also, John Ken¬ 
drick Bangs’s “Andiron Tales,” which the 
author considers to be his most successful 
book. An authoritative work on “The Rus¬ 
sian Jew in America” is announced under the 
editorship of Charles S. Bernheimer, Ph.D., 
who has supervised the writing of several 
articles which study this class of immigrants 
under various comprehensive conditions.

alphabets. This is planned to answer the demand of such libraries, book- 
dealers, and others who want the full 7 naterial of the Publishers’ Weekly 
bibliographical system in available shape. 

<L Both volumes will be substantially bound in half morocco, similar to the 
old American Catalog. The price will be $10 for the two together, or $6 for 
either separately.
